It is the well-ufing of any Arr or Science, that makes the 
worth of it ſhine the more ſplendid and glorious. And the more 
honourable and excellent a thing is, the more dangerous will it 
prove, if abuſed. Optrma corrupta peſſima : The beſt things ill 
dealt with , are of the moſt unhappie conſequence and import. 
Ergo, it follows, thar Altrologie is not condemnablc, but lauda- 
ble ; and fo is the Aftrotoger too, while he keeps within the 
Limir and Line of his Arr. 

Nor hath this Science loſt , butgained Credit with men of 
Learning and Judgement , in the many remarkable Verities 
chat have been convincingly made good herein, to the ſhame of 
the Antagoniſts : ſome of which, I care not greatly it I relate. 
To begin then : 

That of the Learned Ganricus, unto Hezry the ſecond, King of 
France 5 whom he admoniſhed by his Letters ro forbear runnin 
at the Tilt in the One and fourtieth year of his age, ( and this 
five years before ) for that the Stars did then threaten a wound 
in his head, which would either cauſe Blindneſs or Da Ul 
; Oids

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behold,in the ſame year he was ſlain by the ſhiver of a Launce, 
which thorow the Vizard of his Helmet pierced into his 
head. | 

The Biſhop of Yjenna in Fraxce aſſured Don Frederick, then 
ſerving the Duke of Bu72ardy, that he ſhould be King of Naples, 
twenty years before it happened : and this, when 1t could nor 
come to him by Lineal Deſcent, fith his elder brother Alphonſuc, 


and his ſon Ferd;zand, were then alive 3 who dying withour Iſ- 


ſuc, the Kingdom came to Don Frederick, according to the Bi- 
ſhop's predidtion, Nay , the ſame Biſhop did likewiſe publiſh 
in /taly, long before it happened, that Charles Duke of Burgundy 
ſhould be overthrown 'in both. the Bartels which he fought 
againſt the Switzers, Neither were the fore-warnings of Spu- 
1114to Ceſar leſs memorable, or true ; nor thoſe remarkable pre- 
ſages of Scribonru and Thraſyilus,touching Tyberras. 

Nay, Hiſtory maketh mention of two Puiſſant and Un- 
daunted nag, 0 (though Heathen Emperours) who were 
ſo admirably skill'd in the Genethliacal part of Aſtrologie, 

See Sir Chri., (the principal Subject of this Book ) that being not atraid ro 
Heydon's Def. foreſee any evil of themſelves, predicted their own Ends. Take 
of AFrol.con. their Names and the Story together. The firſt was Adrian, 
Chap.zz. Whoſe knowledge was ſuch in this Science, that he was able to 
write a Diary (as he did) of all Accidents that ever befel him 
tothe hour of his death, The other was Sept: Severin , who 
being excellently acquainted with this Learning , and conſider- 
ing his Nativity before his Expedition into Exglazd, he cauſed 
both his Nativity and this Predi&tion-to-be inſcribed in the root 
of his Judicial Palace, as a Monument of bis knowledge here- 
in, that he ſhould never rerurn again : according to which Pre- 
di&ion, he died at York, after he had ruled the Empire eighteen 
cars. 

: And although theſe were Heathen Emperours , and ſo may 
} beobjected againſt, as nor fit Preſidents for Chriſtians ; yer 
Zr. R.Gell,in Ear what a Learned Divine of our own Nation, citing them, 
by Serm. intit. ſays : ——1t ts true (faith he) theſe were Heathen Emperours ; yet 
Aſneteen® was the Study of this Science ot thought unworthy of Gods people, who 

thereby might learn to maxife$t Gods glory from his works in Nature. 
Franciſcus Junginmw, an Italian, of the City of Florexce, and a 
moſt ingenious Artiſt, from ſome unhapplie conſtellation in his 
own Nativity , foretold that himſelf ſhould die of ſome vio- 
lent death ; and upon the very day,(as he before had predicted) 
was knocked on the head by the Books in his Studie falling up- 
on him, Nor 1s the Predi&ion of the learned Morinus , late 
* - raxce, concerning his own death, leſs worthy to be remem- 

red, 


But above all,I may not forget to mention that moſt remark 


able Prediction of Lucius Bellantins of Siena , concerning Picus 
Earl of Mirazdula, (whoyfor his fiery Zeal in writing againſt 
ms 
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this Art,was called Fligellam Aſtrologorum, The {ſcourge of Aſtros 


ogers) which was this z Thar he ſhould nor live patt the thirty 


tourth year of Age, he having at that time a killing Dire&ion 
happening in his Nativity, T:z, Horſe, ad Corp, Mars, Burt Pi- 
cs flattering himſelt with a falſe comfort, as,if he could have 
wrangled away Dearth by writing againſt Aſtrologie ; Loe! 
while he fought to prove ; £ Artvain, his own Death concur- 
ring exactly with the time foretold him, confirmed it to be rue, 

Burl forbear many hundred Examples of this kind , leſt the 
watchful Anragoniſt ( who lies in Ambuſcadoe, cloſe enough ) 
ſhould miſtake me, and think that barely .by the Events of 
things , I endeavour to prove the verity of this ART; and ſo 
render me as a perſon juſtly fallen under the cenſure of the

The ſixth Column ſhews youWhich Degrees of the Zodiack; are called 
ſmoaky Degrees ; and if any of them be Horoſcopical ini a Nativity , ir 
informs you » the Native will be of a mixed Complexion , neither ve 
fair, nor very ſwarthy ; but between both : and as his Complexion ,. ſo 
will his Judgement be mix'd : for he will be of no excelling zen | 
neither will he be of one very contemprible. 

The ſevench Column informs you > Which Degrees are called Void ; 
and the Aſcendent of a Radix in any of them > declares the Judgement, 
Underſtanding and Memory of the Native, to be imbecile : and rhe more 
he confers or diſcourſes with any man, the greater defect and incompoſed- 
neſs will appear in him. 

The eighth Column ſhews, What Degrees in each of the twelve Signs 
are called Deep or Pitted : And in a Nativity» if the Aſcendent,his Lord, 
the », be in any of them ; the Native 1s generally of ſo tenacious a tem- 
per, that he cannot eaſily impart his defires, or declare his yyants ;_ bur is 
always as a man ina pit» or ſnare > wanting the afſiſtance of another te 
help him forth. 

The ninth Column teaches, which be the Azimene > lame or deficient 
Degrees of the twelve Signs : If in a Nativity any one of thei aſcend, 
or the Lord of the Aſcendent , or », be in any of them ; the Native is 
then crooked, lame, deformed, or ſome way vitiated in that Member re- 
preſented by the Sign in which ſuch Azimene Degrees be. This is of 
excellent uſe, and ought to be conſidered ſeriouſly by every Arrift, in tlie 

handling a Nativity. 

The tenth Column inſtructs you > how to finde what Degrees in che

Although itbe more 
then probable, ſuch unhappy accidents may ſo fall out, (as I ſhall hereaf- 
ter ſhew) that the Stranger may prove a Kinſman or Friend ; and the 
Kinſman or Brother, &c. a meer (if nor more then a meer ) Stranger. 
The Houſe it ſelf is Cadent; becauſe fo far removed from an Angle : and 
In Man's Body, it repreſents the Arms and Shoulders. 

When H ſhall be poſited in the third Houſe > it portends danger unto 
the Brethrenof the Native ; and that there ſhall be much hare between 
him and them. It ſhews much danger unto the Native in ſmall Jour- 
neys > and hinders or obſtructs him in his Buſineſs : he*will deceive 
or tranſgrefs in Matters of Faith, or Honeſty : in Religion he will 
prove a difſſembling Hypocrite ; and in mot things , a very Syco- 
Phanr.

The Almyuten, or Lord of the Geniture, called of the Greeks Kva& 
This yw4nas , is (according to the beſt Aſtrologers) that Planer which ſur- 
mounts all the reſt of the Planets in the Nativity », 16 Eflential and 
Accidental Fortirudes : for the Native will very, much be inclined in 
temperature and diſpoſition to follow the Nature of him in the. whole 
courſe of his Life : as for example : if Saturnbe Almuten ,, the Native 
will generally be melancholy, gfave andauſtete : if /uprter., thenhe will 
be honef?, juſt, vertuous and religious in all his ations ; if Mars, he will 
be raſh and heady : if So/, he will be magnanimous and aſpiring : if Ven 
be will then be courteous, affable, friendly, and much given to mirth and 
Pleaſure : 'if Mercxry , to fiudy - and many witty and curious Inventi- 
Ons : if La he willbe mutable, and rarely ſetled in the whole courſe of 
his Life. | | 
To 
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To finde the Al/mnter, you mult do thus : firſt , colle& and oather 1nto 
a Table , rhe Digniries and Debilities of the Planets , borh Eflenrial and 
Accidental , (as youare tought in Chap. 1 1. SeEt. 2.) which having done 
ſubtract all the Debilities from their Forritudes ; and that Planer who hath 
moſt Dignities remaining) (after ſuch Subſtraction made) ſhall be admitred 
Almaten, or Lord of the Geniture. 

The Grecian Aſtrologers had another way to finde out the Almurer 
of the Figure, and rhat was this : They curiouſly obſerved what Planer 
had moſt Eflential Dignuries in the place of Aercary and Luna , and him 


they ordained Lord of the Geniture : and this reaſon they rendexed for 


ſo doing , viz. becauſe Mercury was principal Lord of the Minde and 


Spirits, and Luna was Governeſs of the Body. 

But the other way » v:z. of electing that Planer which is moſt Efſen- 
cially dignifiedzis the molt certain, and (according to my experience) hath 
the neereſt Aſpe& unto truth. 

For though Mercuxy.and Luna be the general Significators of the 


Minde and Body, &c. yet unleſs they (or either of them) are dignified as 
aboveſaid , Icannor ſee how they can be admurred for Almuter of the Fi- 


ure. 
Nore, That if two Planers have equal Dignities in your Nativity, that 
Planet ſhall be admirred for the Alramen, or Lord of the Geniture , who 
hatch moſt Eſſential Dignities in the Aſcendent ; chiefly ; if he ſhall be 
Lord of the Aſcendent, or ſhall caſtany friendly or benevolent Rays unto 
the Aſcendenr,the Lord thereof, or the Sun and Moon.

Matrix ſufferetÞ diſtortion 5 and that being at the time of « conception 
crooked, the Birth which follows the form thereof, muſt be crooked alſo. 

 Empeavcles the Philoſopher (as urged by Plutarch) refers the Concep- 

tion of Monſters, to the abundance or defect of thg ſeed ; either through 

the turbulent rocking or troubled moving thereof, or the diſtra&ion or 

divifion of it into ſundry parts. Aſtro- 
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- Aftrologers refer the. cauſe hereof to the Influences of rhe-Stars» v:z; 
their ill configurations ar the tune of the conception 3 which later 
Teſtimony, I att'themore inchineable robelieve;, becauſe ( as Sir * Chri- 
ſfopher Heydon » Author of thax' unanſwerable Defence of Aſtrology, 
learnedly concludes ) the time of Conception is to be obſerved for tne 
Accidents of the Child in the Womb; and the time of Birth > for whar 
ſhall happen to the Native afterivard.

6. CMercury his Signihication, in this Judgement (asin all others) is ro 
be mixed with that Planer he is in configuration with ; and rhence you are 
ro judge of the Viſage he denotes. | 

7. When the Luminaries are weak the Native hath an oblique or 
crooked look ; or elſe is blemiſhed in the Eyes, otherwayes. 

3. The principal Rule that Imake uſe of, for the diſcovery of the Form, 
Figure, and colour of the Faces this ; viz. To mixthe fignifications of the 
Signe Aſcending with the Planer or Planers in the Aſcendent , or behold- 
ing the ſame, or the Lord of che Aſcendent,and the Moon. As for Eaxmple. 

Suppoſe. Libra aſcend in a Nativity » and Sat#rz be either in the 
Aſcendent, or beholding ic ; I firſt conſider the Deſcription of Libra, 
which repreſents a round» comely, and Beauriful Face : and ſecond, rhe 
Deſcription of Satzrn, which is a Viſage black;\warthy and lowring. Bur 
now) for as much as Saturn hath exaltationin Libra , Idonot rake him to 
ſpoil or mar the Viſage, abſolutely ; bur rhe excellznt Beauty and Comeli- 
ne{s, fignified by Libra» ſhall by him be curned into a handiome ordinary 
comlineſs : the proportion that Libra gives full remaining » onely the 
beaury abared. Underſtand the like of che reſt of the Planets. 

9g. Humane Signes Aſcending) ſhew a fair, handſome, andcleer Viſage : 
andthe more comely ſhall the Vitage be, when zprter or Venus, of Stars of 
a jovial or venereal narure, are poſited at the ſame rime in the Aſcendenr, 
And this ſhall ſerve for the diſcovery of the Faihion and Figure of rhe 
Face, ;

7. When the Lord of the Aſcendent, ofa Nativity ſhall be proces! in the 
cen- 
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Aſcendent,the Native ſhall have a fortunate and happy Life, and he will 
be proteed and defended from many eminent dangers : he ſhall alſobe 
much eſteemed. Ir alſodiſcerns much honour unto him, from thoſe of his 
own Houthold , and orhers with whom he ſhall have to doe. 

2+. If in the Second Houſe; he ſhall obtain great Riches by his own La- 
bour and induſtry ; chiefly if he be well affe&ed > or in reception with the 
Lord of the Second.

12. But when he ſhall be poſired in the Twelfth;theNative will have 
many -Enemies, and meer with much: evil, and many oppofitions from 
them ; he will be in danger of much impriſonment ,. and many moleſta- 
cions and infortunacies, from malicious Perſons.

Of the Lord of the Third Houſe in any of the twelve 
Calevtial Honſes. | 


1. VVhenin a Nativity the Lord of the Third Houſe ſhall be poſited 
in the firſt Houſe,it uſually denores the Native £0 be the Firlt-born of his 
Brethren » and the chiefit in Dignity among them ; it alſo declates the 
Nanves Brethren ſhall receive Honours and Riches from hit ; and ſhews 
him propenſe ro many ſmall Jourhies. 

2. If poſited in the ſecond Houſe, it portends Journies by reaſon of 
Offices, or ſome eminent Preferment, &c. yer it diſcerns (alſo) many 
Quirrels and Contencions to happen between himand his Brethren con- 
cerning Riches, or the goods of Fortune. 

3+ By being placedin the Third, it imports the Native to take many 
Journies for pleaſure both of Body and Mind ; and declares kim to have

And the Brethren of the Native ſhall be friendly unto his Children : it 
alſo portends thar ſome of his Brethren ſhall travail , and at laſt abide or 
inhabic our of their own native Country.

Being located in the eighth Houſe,ir portends many Journies to the 
Native by the meanes of ſome Inheritances, or Poſſeſſions of Perſons de- 
ceaſed ; and doth alſo ſhew the ill ſtare and conſtitution of his Brerhren 
and Kindred : they are for the moſt parr fickly, when ſuch a configuration 
happens becauſe the eighth Houſe 1s the Sixth from the Third, 

9. If the Lord of the Third ſhall be poſired in the ninth Houſe, it de- 
notes the Brethren of the Native to marry V Vives of another Countrey> 
andnot of their own ; by reaſon of which they may forſake their native 
places. Unto the Nativeit portends many Journies, by reaſon of Reli- 
gi0n, and things of ſuch like fignification. 

Io. But if he be placed in the renth Houſe, the Native' journies in 
hopes of Honour and Preferment ; howbelt, it declares the death of the 
Natives Brethrenz becauſe it is the eighth Houſe (whichis the Houſe of 
Death) from the Third ; and while they do livenuch hate and ftrife there 
will be among them. 

11. VVhen located in the Eleventh Houſe, tt ſhews Concord, Love 
and Friendſhip, bzrween the Native ar his Brethrety & c. and __

Of the poſution and ſignificatien of the Lord of the 
Fourth, in each of the Twelve Houſes. 


I. Whetthe Lord of the Fourth ſhall be in rhe Aſcendent, the Na- 
tive will be fortunate in Buildings, Merchandiſing, Husbandry and Here- 
ditamenrs :Ir preſages him ro be of an excellent diſpoſition, for which he 
will be honoured by the. beſt of his Kindred and relations ; he will be 
beloved atid reſpe&ed of grear ones, & receive much aſfiſtahce from them,

ive ſhall receive much prejudice and loſs from rheir Parents ; ir being 
the twelfth Houſe from the Fourth. |

9. VVhen he ſhall be poſited in the ninth Houſe , ic denotes unto the 
Native good from long Joutnies, or Sea-voyages ; alſo from Sciences, & 
things Eccleſiaſtical ; 4r denotes the abje&, weak and dangerouseſiate of 
the Fathers (being the fixch Houſe from the Fourth) and that oftentimes 
he-may be a Forraigner or Stranger. :

7. The Lord of theFirſt,Fifch andElevench,andrhe Þ 1n frurful Signes, 
either in d there,or beholding each other thence, portends unto the Na- / 
tive a very large Ifſue. Bur if they ſhall be in ſterile Signes» or ſhall 
behold each orher thence, or be Aſpe&ed of Planets that are Barren» the 
Native willnever have Children. -

4+ CMHars in Oppoſition of Iupiter or Venus deſiroyes the Children'of 
the Native ; and J#pzter in Oppoſition to Saturs killerh the greateſt parr 
of them ; chiefly if Tprter be Lord of the Fifth, 

5e CHMercary (being a general fignificator of Children) placed in the 
Aſcendents in & to h in the Seventh Houſe, the Natives Children live 
with him bur a ſmall time; for H is inimicalto Nature. 

6. When the Lord of the Fifth is poſed in the eighth Houſezit declares 
that the Children of the Native ſhall die before him ; and this the more 
certains if the Lord of the Eighth and he bein; Quarrtile or Oppſition. 

7. If the Lordof the Fifth ſhall be mn, P, or d withthe infortunes, 
or the Lord of the eighth Houſe from the Fifth, che Native's Children 
hve bur a ſhort rime.

Whether ſhall the Native hate moſt Males or Females ? 
Shall their condition be proſperons ? 


I. Inthe reſolution of this doubr, you ate firſt to obſerve, whether the 
Signe aſcending in the Horoſcope, and deſcending on the Fifth ; the place 
of the Moon, together with their Lords, be Maſculine or Faxminine. 

2+ If they be all Maſculine, then ſhall the Native have all Male-Chil- 
dren ; Bur if they be Faxminine; he ſhall then have all Females. 

3» When the major part of the aforeſaid fignificators be Maſculine, 
the Native will then have moſt Boyes ; Bur if they ſhall be the moſtpart 
Focminine, he will then have moſt Girls or Female-Children. : 

4+ Bur if atany time ir ſhould ſo happen that the Teſtimonies fall our 
to be equal (which often it cannot) then the. Native will have half Male 
and the other half Female-Children. 

5+ If the Lord of the Fifth and the » be ſtrong and in good configu- 
ration with each other, it argues a proſperous and happy condition to the 
Children of the Native ; and this chiefly, if they happen to be poſted in 
the Digniries of the Fottunes- 6. When 
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6. When Jupiter, Venrs, Or the Dragons. Head are locally poſired' in 
the fifth Houſe, rhe Native will be Happy and Forrunare in his 'Children ; 
and they will be happy, and artain unto great honour and dignity in the 
world ; and will be admired of many. 
Theſe ſeveral Rules ſeriouſly confidered,will inform the Artiſt ſufficient- 


ly of the-tfhue of che Native:theirSex,Life and condition &'c.Which being 


rruly heeded and regarded, many monſtrous, and prodigious Errors , now 
cheriſhed, would be contemned and negle&ed ; as that of a Childs being 
brought forch into the world with a piece of the *Awii®: (vulgarly rermed 
the Caul)on its/head-ſhould work wonders,and be famous for many things 
in the coarſe of irs life. And anorher of a Seventh ſon-whom many1o high- 
ly deifie for his excellent & incomparable faculcies in curing diſeaſes , and 
with ſuch facility,thate/£ſculapizs 1s counted an Aſs in compariſon of him. 


The firſt of which is proved a ridiculous fancy by che commonneſs of © 


the thing, Iremember to have heard it reported of one who was born ſo, 
and I have liv'd to ſee the fellow an abſolute Fool. To the ſecond , ir 
ſeems ſtrange ro me that any ſuch thing can be ; for if che vertue lies: 
in the number,why ſhould not a Seventh. Daughter do as great wonders ? 
I preſume the. verrue of numbers reſpects not Sexes. Nor can I per- 
ſwade my ſelf that an Ideot ex venter matri (although he be the ſeventh 
Son) ſhould be endued with any ſuch exquiſite skill or cunning. And 
in my Opinion, it 18 an indignity and great affront pur upon the excellen- 
cies of Nature and Arr , to cheriſh and maintain ſuch inconſequent and 
realonleſs Opinions.

4+ By being placed in rhe fourch Houſe well, it imports the Native ro 
have many Children, and ſome of them ſhall have good inherirances ; bur 
by beingevilly located there> it declaresa great deal of gnef and ſorrow 
unto them and ſignifies rhar ſome of rhem ſhall dye in Priſon, 

5+ The Lord of the Fifthin the fifth Houſe, grves many and proſperous 

Children, and ſuch as will attain unto great Fortune, and Honour ; Bur 
it propends the Native to many volupruous and vain courſes. 
6. When he is poſitedin the fixth Honſe , the diſeaſes of the Natives 
Children will be eake> and tolerably co be born with : The Native alſo 
ſhall reap profit and advantage by his Childrens ſervice. Thave in five 
Genitures obſerved, the Lord of the Fifth, in the Sixth of a Nativity, and 
the Natives Sons have been Servants unto them : which ſtrongly proves 
the verity of this Aphoriſm. | 

7. If the Lord of the Fifth ſhall be poſited in the ſeventh Houſe, the 
Narive ſhall be envied of, and receive prejudice from his Children ; and 
they will much fide with their Mother againſt the Native;by which meang 
te Native will incur much trouble and loſs, 8.

10. The Lordof the Fifth in the Tenth > denores affliction by fickneſs 
unto the Natives Children ; yet may they live to be honoured and re- 
ſpeed of great andeminent perſons ; and the Native may for their ſakes 
be honoured alſo. 

11. When he ſhall be poſited in the Eleventh Houſe (being the Se- 
venth from the Fifth) it portends many evils rohappen unto the Chilcren 
of the Nativezand that many Enemies ſhall do them much prejudice ; they

All fieſh con- 
ſorteth together, or according to kindes aud aman will cleave to his ike, But 
notwirthitanding this, alrhough a Man(or Woman) may, anddoth ſodo ; 
if he(or ſhe) marry not»it muſt be aſpeedas an at unlawful : andthen 
the Queſtion 1s not > whether the Native ſhall be wanton and luxurious ; 
bur, whether the Native ſhall marry : for there are divers people who 
delight ro live in fin and vanity , and hare the company of a loving yoke- 
fellow, with a perfe& and irreconcileable 'harred, We know and are ; 
confirmed , (by the Writings of Phyſicians > and Experience ) that all Þ| 
ſorts of Perſons and Creatures in the VVorld do covet and deſire 

a Coition ; yea, the very Eunuchs themſelves , who are no ways apted 
for ſuch a&tion ; nor are they potent anywhere , ſave in their imgt- 
Ralion, 
I have read of a learned Phyſician in this Age » who in his Writings 
wiſhed » that the vulgar way of Coition were not uſed ; bur that Men 
might procreate like Trees » &c. yet (if Iam nor nuſ-informed ) this

2+ The Lordof the ſeventh in the ſecond Houſe well dignified , the 
Native is enriched by a Wife ; butif ill dignified, ſhe conſumes and waſtes 
much of his Eſtate : ir being the eighth Houſe from the ſecond , he will 
ſee thedeath of his Wife, and alſo of his publick Enemies. Neverthe- 
leſs , he will ſuffer much damage from or bo reaſon of publick Enemies 
and Thieves, and will have many ftrifes and contentions for , and by rea- 
ſon of riches, and the goods of fortune. * 

3- By being placed in the third Houſe , the Native oftentimes marries

And ſurely , if the knowledge of ſucha thing could be any ways un- 
profitable or of evil-conſequence to a Man, Heze&;ah had then noreafon 
ro rejoyce at the addition of fifreeen yeers ro the length of his.Life ;

And 
tO be brief , it. is thar Planer who is Lord of the eighth Houſe, or having ' 
great Digniries therein, or pomes cherein himſelf. 

2. Now this Planer, by being Promitror , either by Body , Quattile, 
or Oppoſition, and the Hylech being fignificator, and directed unto him 
(chiefly if he prove to be an Infortune, andcontraty in nature to the Z- 
tech) doth generally denore the rime of the Native's expiration. 

3» The Greeks called this interficient Planer *Arargiric, Anaireres ; and 
the Latines Izterfeftor, (i.e.) as the word ſounds, a Murtherer or Killer, 
Ptolomy (who was Princeps eAſtrologorum ) calls him Vife Abſciſſor, the 
Deſtroyer of Life. 

4- Some will have the Sextile Dexter of Saturn, and Sextile Sinifier of 

| Mars 
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. Mars tokill, if they ſhall be in Signs of long Aſcenſions, chiefly in ſickly 
Genitures, and when they chance tofall out ina Clymacterical yeer ; 0- 
thers,things of dangerous conſequence and import concurring. 

5- The crue and principal way tobe followed in obſerving the time of 
che Native's Death 1s by raking notice of the Lord of the eighth Houſe, 
the Planer poſhred therein , or having great Dignities in the ſame : for 
when the Prorogator of Life ( or either of the Lights) is dire&ted unto 
che Con;junction, Quartile or Oppoſition of him, and there be no aſ- 
filtance of the benevolent Planers > the Native will afſuredly be cut off 
from the Land of the living. 

6. 'Tisthe Opinion of the Arabian Doors in this Learning, Thar if 
the Hylech be diretedunco the Cuſp of the fixth, eighth, ſeventh or fourth 


Houſes in the dark, cloudy and nebuloſe Parts of the Ecliptique ; ir u- 


ſually proves faral to the Native. 

7. And it he ſhall be directed to the place of a preſent Comer or E- 
clipſe, in Pitred or Azimene Degrees » and-neer violent fixed Stars ; or 
unto the Qurrtile,or Oppoſition of Mercary, he being Lord of the Brain 
and Spirits 1t often proves dangerous to the Native, chiefly if upizer or 
Ven allilt nor. 

8. I obſerve when the Aſcendent , So/ or Lana comes unto the Con- 
jun&ion,Quartile or Oppoſition of Saturn or Mars, by Dire&tion, they 
having Dignities in the eighth, and hating the Aſcendent or place 
where the Dire&tion happens , ir proves commonly faral unto the Na- 
tive , as I could prove by many Genirures : bur if rhe Revolution be of 
the ſame tendency with the Direction , nothing bur a miracle mult ſave 
him. | 

9- The Aſcendent dire&ed to the Oppoſition of the Lights , or -the 
Lights to the Quartile or Oppokrton of one another in Signs of a con- 


trary nature, the Native hath very much ado ro eſcape ar that time , as I 


have oftentimes proved. Bur I ſhall paſs by all further Diſcourſe of this 
nature here > and refer the ingenious Reader unto the effe&s of Di-

SECT. *: 
What kinde of Death the Nati%e ſhall die. 


I is very neceflary and' convenient that we come to treat in the next 
place of the kinde of Death the Native is ſfubje& unto , whether na- 
rural or violent : if natural,it comes by ſome Diſeaſe or other, as I have 
mentionedin my Judgements of the fixch Houſe -: for Morbus eft via ad 
mortem , Sicknels is the common way and path thar leads ro Death. If 
violent; ic mult be ſudden, caſual and unexpe&ed, or by the Sentence and 
Decree - of a Judge, &c. for ſome unworthy a& performed.; or elſe 
through the itrengrch of melancholly or folly. It may be ſuddety or ca- 
ſual ; as that of Sophocles, who was ſent to Death by the ſtone of a Grape ; 
or that of Zeuxes, whodied laughing at the PiRure of an old Woman, 
which himſelf drew. And there are divers (of whom Hiftory makerh 
mention) that have died weepinglaughing> ſneezing, yauning>@&c.ſome 
at unawares have been knock'd on the Head with a Book. Others have 
dropped down dead in the Streets, as our own experience can ſufficiently 
reftihe.' A violent Death may happen alſo by the Sentence of a Judge» 


&c. as hanging, burning prefhing, breaking on the wheel» &'c, or through 
| melan- 
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melancholy or folly ; as by hanging, flabbing, or drowning ones ſelf ; or 


by Duels, and other very many ways. | 

For the finding our the true and original cauſe thereof, Aftrologers 
have furniſhed us with many excellent Rules incheir Writings ; the chief 
of which I ſhall inſert for the advantage of the Engliſh Nation , whom 


principally TI hope to pleaſure un this Treariſe.

Arguments of a natural Death. 


1. When in a Nativity , -the Lord of the Aſcendent ſhall be in good 
Aſpe& with the Lord of the eighth or fourrh Houſes, the Native will die 
anatural Death : and if the Moon be in good Aſpe& with them as afore- 
ſaid, the ſame. IEETES » 

2. If Jupiter or Vena ſhall govern (or have Dominion in) the eighth 
Houſe, or be locally poſited therein, ir denotes a natural Death : if they 
ſhall be our of their eſſential Dignities there , and in good Aﬀpe@ of 
Limaz or the Lordof the Aſcendent , or with Stars of their own nature, 
the ſame. ; 

3- VVhen ina Nativity you finde neither the Lord of che Aſcendent, 
the Moon'or Lord of the eighth in Signs which are termed violent , or 
with fixed Stars of a violent nature, the Native willnort be ſubje& toa vi- 
olent Death. | 

4- If one of the Fortunes be locatedin the eighth Houſe; and the other 
inthe Aſcendent>the Native will not die a violent Death, 


SECT. 4. 
Of the kindes of a natural Death. 


\ 1+ VVhen the Significators of Death ſhall be in their efſential Forti- 
rudes » Or in the Terms of I#piter or Yenms the Native ſhall have an eafie 
Death and he ſhall expire without much pain. 

2. VVhen Artes ſhall aſcend in a Nativity > and Mars Lord thereof 
ſhall be Significator of Death , as he will be if Scorpro deſcend on the 
eighth Houſe » becauſe he is Lord of Scorpio > and Mars be beheld of the 
Fortunes ; the natural Diſeaſe by which the Native ſhall die , will be 
Marrnaal ; as by the Jaundies, Small Pox,' Hemorrhoids, or Feyer.

3- Whenthe © or & ſhall be Lord of the eighth, and exiſting therein

9. When H1s in the ninth Houſe, inany of his Efſential Dignities , ic 
declares the perſon to be Religiouſlly Honeſt. : | 

10. VVhen there beno Planets poſited in the ninth Houſe, obſerve the 
Lord of the ninth ; which if he ſhall be a Fortunezand ill diſpoſed > it ar- 
oues the perſon tobe conſcientious and Honeſt in his VVayes ; though 
he be but believed of a few for his Profeſſion.

Egypt had poſed the ſeventy Interpreters in order, and asked the nine- 
teenth Man what would make one to ſleep quietly, (and without Dream- 
ing) inthe night ; he cold him, Oprimuns de culeſtibus & honeſtis meditari,& 
vine and Caeleſtial Meditarions,and touſe honeſt Actions in the day-time. 
"Tis the Opinion of Ga/ey, that the Dreams of perſons follow the pre- 
dominant humours of the body. . Strato and Ferxelizs will have them to 
ariſe from Crudiries, occaſioned by exceſs of Dyet, or Drinking. Bur ler 
them be cauſedeither the one way or the other 3 moſt true it is,thar ſome- 
what of certainty and truth doth attend ſome perſans according to their 
Dreams ; as (#ſper Pexcer in his Book of Dreams hath ſufficiently prov'd, 
The Holy Scripture maketh mention of the wonderful verities of Dreams, 
and by many fgnal inſtances proverh that there is much credit to be given 
into them) and their preſages , provided they be truly interprered.

True Friendſhip is never tried bur in extreams : A true Friend is a 
Jewel too coſtly ro be purchas'd with the richeſt Mines. In conſulting 
Felchom reſol, Hiſtory, the ſubjeC of Friendſhip will be found the leaſt of all others ; for 
lib,r. the feweſt examples attend it. Plutarch tells us, In all paſt Ages we ſhall 
finde but theſe few Couples of real Friends , viz. Theſexs and Pirithows ; 
eAchilles and Patroclus ; Oreſtes and Pylades ; Pythias and Damon ;, E- 
aminondas and Pelopidas, The young Man in cMHenander could hardly

It was a Queſtion propoſed by Seveca, Quid eFt homim inimiciſſimum ? 
What is Mans greateſt or molt dangerous Enemy ? and-thus he anſwers 
it himſelf > Alter Homo, Another Man. Andevery day among us adds 
2 new verification to the Proverb > Howe Homin: Demos; one Man is a 


Devil, or an Enemy to another. Moſt Men are endued wich Linguam 


biſulcaw a forked or double Tongue , wherewith they wound and launce 
the Repurations of others ; bur few with a friendly hand or compaſſio- 
nare heart , that defice to pour oyl intothoſe wounds , or are willing to 
calt a covering over the nakedneſs of one anothers Errors: forgetting fill 
the Golden Rulezthat reaches them ro do as they would be done unto. - Ir 
is therefore requifite that each perſon be wary and careful of the perſons 
he hath to do with ; and to watch and obſerve both their feer , ke(t while 
they ſeem ro do him ſervice wth one, they ſpurn at him with the other. 
Metals are never ſo bright asWhen they are poliſhed ; and Enemies are 
never ſogdangerous as when not heeded or obſervedin their Methodurk de- 
cipieuds » their Method or manner of deceiving. Forthe true diſcove- 
ry therefore of the Enenues of each particular Native, Iwill inſert theſe 
following Rules ; which being heedfully obſerved,may ftand him in good 
ſtead.” 

1. Conſider the Lord of the Aſcendenc and rwelfth Houſes , and the 
Planet or Planets poſired inthe twelfth, their Aſpect/ ro, or*Configurati- 
on with the Lord ofthe Aſcendent>©c.for from rhence is known the con- 
dition or quality of the Natives Enemies.

1t declates 
alſo rhe deſtruction of the Houſe or Family of the Native ; or at lealt a 
great Cataſtrophe to befal them. 

5- When placed inthe fifth Houſe of a Nativity, it preſages the evil 
fate arid condition of the Natives Children ; they will prove inobedientr, 
and reproachfal, ſo that by their means the Native will reap much ſorrow 
and trouble.

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6. If placedin the fixrh Houſe ofa Narivityzit portends much treachery? 
deceit and miſchief ro the Native from Servants , ſometimes from an 
Unkle or Aunt ; and he ſhall be mighrily- unforcunare by dealing in ſmall 
Cattle. 

7. By being pokredin the ſeventh Houſe, ic declares many evils and in- 
fortunacies fro11 Women , who ſhall be the Natives Enemies ; he will be 
ſubje& ro many deceits , troubles and perplexities ; many miſchiefs and 
great loſs will attend him by reaſon of his Wife ; and the latrer parr of his 
life will be bad. 

8. The Lord of the Twelfth located in the eighth Houſe , portends bur 
few Enemies unto the Native ; he ſhall rather criumph over them, and 
ſhall ſee their Deaths, and be a gainer thereby. And the time that they, 
viz. the Enemies do live, they ſhall be vexed, perplexed and ſufficiently 
rormented. | 

9. By being placed in the ninth Houſe of a Nativity , it detiores many 
Moleſtations from Enemies to the Narive in his Journies, Cc. alſo much 
damage and prejudice ro his Wives Brethren by private Enemies.

10. When he ſhall be found inthe tenth Houſe, it always denotes da- 
mage anddifficulties ro the Native, in his Dignity, Honour, Preferment : 
he will meer with Oppoſitions and Defamarions inall his Actions ; and 
will be ſubjeX ro Captivity, Impriſonmenr and Exile. 

It, If politedin the eleventh Houſe, it prefages many Strifes and Con- 
rroverſes between the Native and his Friends ; from which the Native 
ſhall receive much toſs. Ir denotes alſo infortunacy unto him in his Chil- 
dren, and the things he hopes for. 

I 2. By being located in the twelfth Houſe , ic portends many Injuries, 
Defamations > Vilfications and Miſchiefs from his Enemies, which may 
prove prejudicial unto him : it alſo threatens many Impriſonments to befal 
him ſomertrmes Exile or Baniſhment. 

It were very good for every Natrve , if he could obcaine the Nativities 
of thole perſons he hath the molt material dealings withal , or thoſe thar 
he is familiarly acquainted with ; and by comparing them with his ownzhe 
may obſerve the enmity or friend{hip that is berween their Significators, 
way, confide in (or break familiarity with ) them accordingly. 

For if their Nativities be contrary to hts own, they will prove Enemies 
unto him ; orifthe Luminaries in them, be contrary to their places in his 
own, viz. by being in 1 or P totheir places there , they will prove per- 
pztual Enemies unto him, ler chem pretend never ſo fair. 

Now, the grand prejudice that divers Perſons ſuffer by their being roo 
roo credulous of pretended and feigned Friends , and the evils they be 
continually expoſed unto, beyond rhe reach of all Objection, proves, that 
all perſons are not born tobe Friends , or friendly unto each other ; nei- 
ther ( on the contrary) are all horn ro be Enemies z or Inimical unto 
each orher. Bur rhe beltand moſt certain way of diſcovering our Enemies 
from our Friends ; our propitious and happy Acquaintance, from fawning 
Flatrerers and Pretenders , is » by comparing their Genicures > &c. and 
proving their Agreement or Diſagreement with our own. 

We tee it apparently, and plainly wric in the Actions of the Worldzthar 
a Man ſometimes hath a Child born ro be a croſs and curſe unto him ; and 
ic1s common for Brethren and Kindred to diſagree ; there are often jar- 
rings between the neareſt relations ; and whence ( think we ) ſhouldthe 
cauſe of this proceed? is 1t not from their contraryNativities,and from the 
original diſagreements written there?ler any man make it appear unto _

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why a perſon ſhall more really, and with greater a:dency affe& or love a 
firanger at the firſt fghr , then he ſhall another , who ir may be ſprang

' Ir is not barely by the ſence of ſeeing or weakneſs of the optique 


Nerves that fo by the ſhooting back of the Ocular Beamsaftetion thould 


be ſo ſoon ler in,and cheriſhed and nouriſhed with ſo muchZeal as it often 
is; for ſhould it fo be , we muſt then attribute the cauſe thereof to the 
worth and power of the Obje& : but ſurely were the true cauſe to be pla- 
cedthere , the Maid in Scalzger had never ſwooned at the fight of a Lily. 
The rrue and Original caufe moſt certainly of ſuch affe&tion 1s to be found 
alone in the Heavens : the ſympathy of the perſons Nativities ( who thus 
meet ) being great and powerful, and the r1me in which they meer, pro- 
per and convenient, having a real and certain tendency to the production 
of an infallible friendſhip and agreement berween them. 

I therefore adjudge it neceſlary for all perſons ro be acquainted not oh- 
ly with their own, but the Nativities of ſuch perſons with whom they 


- have conſiderable dealing ; for it is this way onely (nextto a divine Life) 


rhat the wiſe man may rule the Stars , and turn his diſadvantagious times 
into times profitable ; and times of ſorrow , into rejoycing ; of impriſon- 
ment , into liberty ; and of eſcaping vile and ſordid Enemies, into the 
efitertaining and keeping the love and favour of ſerious Friends. 

And thus I conclude my particular Judgments of the Twelve Houſes of 
Heaven in a Nativity. 1ſhall come 1n the next place to treat of the ſe- 
veral parts that belong to each Houſe, according the Opinion of the Ara- 
'bian DoRors in this Science. -----

If the Profe&ion (which is a lefler way of Dire&ions ) be Concor- 
danc wich the Dire&ions operating» they operate the more forcibly , be 
they either for good or evil ; if Diſcordant unto them , the force of the 
Directions is much abated. 

Profections do very neerly ſhew the time when a DireCion initiates, 

Chrift, Aſtro! p. or firkt! begins. ,co ſhew ir ſelf in the life of the Native, as Mr. Lilly

CHAP. XXXVII. | 
How to ſet a Figure by the T ables of Direttion 
| following. 


Before I come to the Nativity, I will ſhew here how to ſer a Figure by 

che Tables of Dire&ion following ; andir is thus : v:z. 

Firſt, Get the true place of the Sun, (for he is the Bags of your work) 
and his Right Aſcention to his true place. 

Secondly, Gain the Right Aſcention of Time » and addrhat unto the 
Right Aſcention of the Sun ; and the produc (with ſublira&ion made of 
the Circle, if need be) gives you the Right Aſcention of the Mid-Heaven. 

Thirdly, Having obtained the Right Aſcention of the Mid-Heaven, to 
oain the Oblique Aſcention of the eleventh Houſe > you are to add thirty 
Degrees unto. it ; and ſo by a continued addition of thirty Degrees (ſub- 
firacting the Circle Rill, if need require) you have the true O':ligue Aifcen- 
tions of the eleventh, twelfth; firſt, ſecond and third Houſes. 

Fourthly, When you have gained the Right Aſcention' of the Mid- 
Heaven, and the Othque Aſcention of the other Houſes rowards the Ori- 
entz. you mult obſerve the Elevation of Birth, which is the Pole of your 
Aſcendent, and the Circles of Poſition of the eleventh,twelfth;ſecond and 
third Houſes, which agree to the Elevation of Birth ; a Table of which I 
have inſerted among che following Tables. 

Fifthly, Under the Tables of Oblique Aſcentions agreeing to the ſe- 
veral Circles of Poſition, you are to look for the Negrees and Minutes of 
the Ecliptique, anſwering to your Oblique Aſcention @f the ſeveral Hou- 
ſes ; and then make uſe of the Sexagenary Table for ro help you in your 
Equation. 
 Sixthly, Having ſo done obſerve this general Rule, and you cannot fail 
In your Operation : v!z. 

Take the Right and Oblique Aſcentions of the next greater and [cfler 
Ark, to the Oblique or Right Aſcention of the Houſe you ſeek for ; and 
then ſubſra&t the leſſer Ark our of the greater ; and rake the difference 
berwixt the lefler Ark,and the Degrees of the Right or Oblique Aſcention 
of the Cuſp you look for ; and work by this Analogy : As fxry (which 
muſt be your firſt number, if your work by the Sexagenary Table) is to the 
Difference of the greater and lefler Ark ; fo the Difference of the leſſer 
Ark, and Right orOblique Aſcentions,is to the number;or equation you 
ſeek or enquire for. 

Seventhly, you muſt have regard ro make addition and ſubſtraion of 
your Equation > as the Oblique Aſcentions either increaſe or decreaſe ; 
and then you cannot fail. 

I will explain this, by inſerting the ſeve ral Operations at largezthat be- 
long to ſertng a Figure ; and ir ſhall be in theExample of the Nativity fol- 
lowing. And Ido it the rather , becauſe I would Eſpouſe the ingenious 

ruſt ro the beſt and moſt pleaſant manner of calculating the Figure of 
Jeaven for a Nativity.

Some Aſtrologers are of opinion that ve ought ro dire to the Sextiles 
and Trines of Planets with Latitude. I confels, I have ever neglected 1t> 
becauſe I could never finde any verity therein : thoſe that have a defire ro 
make uſe thereof,may repair unto Har:gill's Tables of the fixed Stars,late- 
ly reduced to this age, wherein fol. 1 $0. they may find a Table firred for 
the Equation of the Sextiles and Trines of Planets as well as Stars , having 
Latitude more or leſs. 

Moreover: the directing of Significators ro Promitrors in the Equator, 
1s preferred by many\learned Men for an excellent way of Direction : the 
learned Mr. Breeds? made uſe theteof; and ſo hath my honoure&Friend 
Mr. Lilly, in ſeveral Nativities as I have ſeen. Thoſe that have a defire 
to:make tryal of it, may take noticezthat the Declination of a Planer from 
the Equator , is as his Latitude from the Ecliprique ; and whereas we e- 
quate anddire& by Latitude in the Ecliptique, ſo we equate and dire& by 
Declination in the Equator : but Magna is very Copious inthe manner 
y Direction in his Primun Mobi leunro whom I refer all ingeniousRea-

The Reader may therefore take notice , that the Tables following are 
frred to the Meridian of the famous Ciry of London : and will ſerve all 
other places that lie under the ſame Meridian, without Reduction. And 
for the reducing the Middle Motions of the Planets, &c. unto different 
Meridians, I have added one Geographical Table of the ptincipal Cities 
in moſt Regions of the World ; and another, of the moſt Eminent Places 
in £»gland, Fc. ſhewing the Elevation of the Pole in each Place, and

D Aving treated largely of the Do&rine of Nati- 
= VIties » ( that_nothing may be wanting unto the 
Reader of this Book) I ſhall in the next place, 
ſpeak ſomewhat of the judgement of Horary 
Quzeſuons. 
It 1s an Axiome moſt true , that all people endued 
S with Reaſon > are ſollicitous and deſirous to know 
Ze their future Eſtate and Condition.

I ſhall not ſtand 
ro give reaſons of theſe things , becauſe they are ro be found very 
commonly in the writings of Phyſitians ; bur ſhall come to ſpeak of
